ANNUAL  REPORT, 


The  Fortieth  Annual  Report 

The  publication  of  this  Report  in  its  present  form 
should  reach  all  Subscribers,  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  the 
assistance  of  the  Press  other  supporters  will  be  able  to  follow 
with  interest  the  work  of  the  Hospital,  the  manner  in  which 
it  is  supported,  and  the  way  in  which  the  finances  are 
administered. 

There  are,  of  course,  numerous  sources  from  which 
income  is  derived,  and  the  Committee  welcomes  the  monthly 
report  of  the  sums  paid  in  to  the  Hospital  Account  at 
Barclays  Bank,  of  Subscriptions,  Donations,  Patients’  Pay¬ 
ments,  Employees’  Contributions,  Collections  from  Churches 
and  Chapels,  Legacies,  and  last,  but  by  no  means  least,  sums 
made  by  special  efforts — Dances,  Whist  and  Bridge  Drives, 
Concerts,  Amateur  Dramatic  Society,  Hospital  Saturday 
Collections,  Pound  Day,  etc.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  in  every 
village  or  hamlet  where  it  is  possible  to  hold  a  Hospital 
Benefit  such  efforts  are  made  with  great  success. 

The  Hospital’s  work  has  at  times  during  the  past  year 
been  carried  on  under  difficulties.  There  is  that  urgent  need 
for  more  beds,  and  the  number  of  patients  admitted  was  453, 
compared  with  449  the  previous  year,  the  average  number 
of  patients  per  day  works  out  at  18.37.  Members  of  the 
Medical  Staff  who  practice  in  Whitby  and  District  are 
asking  for  more  and  more  accommodation.  Besides,  there 
is  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  Patients  who  have  been 
treated  at  the  Hospital  realise  the  benefits  received 
there,  and  in  a  measure  this  has  something  to'  do'  with 
the  generous  manner  in  which  the  inhabitants  respond  to  the 
appeals  for  its  needs.  But  what  of  the  Patients  who  are 
having  to  wait  for  admission?  It  does  not  take  long  to'  find 
the  answer — suspense  and  prolonged  suffering  which  tend  to 
retard  the  progress  of  sick  people  who  might  be,  and  should 
be,  restored  to  better  health  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 


The  Committee  appeals  now  for  means  to>  improve  the 
existing  conditions.  How  is  it  going  to*  be  done?  Only  by 
the  kindness  of  heart  and  generosity  of  the  people  round 
about  us. 

A  Scheme  for  the  extension  of  the  Hospital  will  shortly 
be  put  forward.  A  substantial  sum  of  money  will  be 
required  to  carry  out  these  plans,  and  it  is  sincerely  hoped 
that  there  will  be  a  sufficient  response  to  save  us  from  piling 
up  a  debt  which  would  prove  to  be  a  serious  burden  on  the 
Management  Committee. 

Already  a  fund  has  been  started  for  the  Building 
Extensions,  and  includes  a  sum  of  ^468  10s.  8d.  raised  by 
the  Garden  Fete  held  in  the  Hospital  Grounds — a  splendid 
effort.  This  is  a  useful  nest-egg.  Other  efforts  have  taken 
place  recently.  Let  us  hope  that  next  year’s  Accounts  will 
provide  good  leading  for  Hospital  supporters. 

During  the  past  year  several  changes  in  the  Office¬ 
bearers  have  taken  place,  death  having  removed  from  our 
midst  the  following  supporters: — Mrs.  Mary  Usherwood, 
who  worked  unceasingly  to  inaugurate  the  Hospital  forty 
years  ago,  and  was  its  Hon.  Secretary  until  1907;  Dr.  T.  H. 
English,  J.P.,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff 
since  the  date  of  the  founding  of  the  Hospital  in  Brewery 
House,  Church  Street,  1896;  and  the  Hon.  Sir  Gervase 
Beckett,  formerly  M.P.  for  the  Scarborough  and  Whitby 
Division.  The  Committee  expresses  its  deep  sympathy  to 
the  bereaved  relatives. 

Mr.  W.  S.  Dickie,  F.R.C.S.  England,  who  has  occupied 
the  position  of  Hon.  Consulting  Surgeon  for  several  years, 
has  now  resigned  from  this  office,  and  the  Committee  offers 
to  him,  on  behalf  of  the  Medical  Staff  and  Patients,  its 
warmest  expression  of  gratitude  for  his  services  to  the 
Hospital.  Mr.  Dickie’s  kind  and  sympathetic  presence  will 
be  greatly  missed,  and  the  Committee  and  all  concerned  with 
the  work  of  the  Hospital  extend  their  sincere  wishes  that  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Dickie  may  be  spared  to  enjoy  a  long  and  happy 
retirement. 

The  Statement  of  Accounts  shows  Income  of 
^*3,449  12s.  6d.  and  Expenditure  of  ^3,325  6s.  nd., 
leaving  a  balance  on  the  year’s  working  of  ^£,124  5s.  7d. 
There  is  usually  some  kind  of  abnormal  expenditure  in 
every  year’s  accounts,  owing  to  the  fact  that  something  has 
been  required  for  quite  a  long  time,  or  to  the  renewal  of  some 
apparatus  or  instrument,  and  when  the  money  is  available  the 


opportunity  is  taken  to  supply  such  requirements.  In  this 
year’s  account  one  item  alone,  an  Orthopaedic  and  Plaster 
Table  was  purchased,  the  cost  of  which  was  ^99,  but  such 
equipment  was  necessary. 

Income  Tax. — The  Committee  has  taken  in  hand  the 
method  whereby  Income  Tax  can  be  recovered  from  subscrip¬ 
tions.  Thus,  at  the  present  rate  of  Tax,  a  subscription  of 
£1  is.  od.  entitles  the  Plospital  to  a  repayment  of  7s.  from 
the  Revenue,  so  making-  the  subscription  up  to'  £1  8s.  od. 
Covenants  for  this  purpose  have  been  signed  by  many  of  our 
Subscribers,  and  an  increased  income  will  be  received  in  this 
way. 

In  addition  to  the  figures  mentioned  in  the  Investment 
Account,  the  following  Legacies  have  been  recently  received  : 
From  the  Exors.  of  Captain  John  Milburn,  Lloyd’s  Agent, 
^500;  from  the  Exors.  of  the  Hon.  Sir  Gervase  Beckett, 
M.P.,  ^500.
